Barley In 1942: 


To fill the British quota’ Canada 
must produce and ship, in the form 
of bacon, some 5,250,000 hogs. In ad 
dition, Canada needs about 2,000,000 
hogs for home consumption; in all, 
‘this country must produce some 7,- 
250,000 hogs. 

The National Barley and Linseed 
Flax Committee estimate that it will 
require about 145,000,000 bushels of 
barley to feed these hogs; about an- 
other 18,000,000 bushels to supply the 
maltsters and millers, and provide 
seed for the farmers; in all, Canada 
should produce about 160,000,000 to 
165,000,000 bushels, Eastern Canada 
produces about 20,000,000 to 26,000 
000 bushels, This leaves about 140, 
000,000 bushels to be produced in 


ea produced: about 100,000,000 bush- 
els. To increase this to 140,000,000 
bushels means that 2,000,000 dcres 
more must be planted to barley in 
1942. This with the amount required 
for export, and a reserve supply 
will require over 2,500,000 acres in- 
crease,

40 M.P.H. Limit 
Ordered for May Ist 


Ottawa, — Starting May the max 
imum speed limit anywhere in Cana- 
da will be 40 miles an hour under a 
new dominion order-in-council which 
provides stiff. penalties for infrac- 
tions, 

The onder, passed Friday, and to 

be signed Saturday by Chief Justice 
Sir Lyman Duff, deputy to the gov- 
ernor-general, applies in all prov- 
inces which have not their own ata- 
tutes limiting motoring speed to the 
40-mile peak, ’ 
_ It was passed as a step in the gov. 
ernment’s campaign to curtail non- 
essential use of gasoline and rubber 
during the war, 

‘The order will not affect the speed 
Mmit in cities and towns, nor will it 


speeds of less than 40 miles an hour 
throughout the provinces or in desig- 
nated areas. , 

Truck speed limits of under 40 
miles an hour algo will not be affec- 
ted, , 

Federal, provincial and municipal 
officials and employees are not ex- 
empted from the regulations, but the 
order provides that memberg of the 
armed forces of any of the United 
Nations, fire-fighters, police, ambu- 
lance drivers, and air raid protection 
units will not be convicted of an of- 
fense if they establish that their du- 
ties required a speed in excess of 40 
miles an hour, 

The order provides that any per- 
gon who violates any provision of the 
regulations shall be liable for the 
first offense to a fine of not less than 
$15 and not more than $50, or to im- 
prisonment for not more than 10 
days, or to both such fine and such 
imprisonment, and for a second of- 
fence to a fine of not less than $25 
and not more than $100, or to impris 
onment for not more than 15 days or 
to both such fine and such imprison- 
ment, and for any subsequent offence 
to a fine of not less than $50 and not 
more than $200, or to imprisonment 
for not more than 30 days, or to both 
guch fine and such imprisonment, 

In addition to these penalties’ any 
pergon convicted of an offence under 
the regulation may be prohibited 
from driving a motor vehicle ‘“any- 
where in' Canada” for a period not 
exceeding six months.
